Judge Burke in Morning Telegraph of March 26 
has this to say about The Parader’s diseased hoofs : 
“It is now a certainty that the turf will know 
The Parader no more. There have been cases 
known, in fact, of horses dying from diseases of the 
feet. Whether or not the Realization winner is in 
danger of death cannot be made known at this dis- 
tance from the scene of his sufferings. 

“He is now at Lexington, Ky„ where the inten- 
tion was to devote him to stud purposes. If, how- 
ever, he is in physical pain from the condition of 
his feet, he will, of course, be humanely treated. 

“It was the opinion yesterday of an expert who 
saw him in January that his feet can, with good 
care, be cured, the bulging or convex hoofs driven 
back, and the horse thereafter have comparative 
comfort. The lamentable condition of this good 
horse is due to inflammation settling in his feet, 



and as the exudation was bound to have a vent, the 
convex hoofs were the result. 

“His case is what is known as one of drop soled 
hoofs. Normal hoofs are concave, or somewhat in 
the shape of a cap. Then there are cases of flat 
footed hoofs, next come the convex hoofs. The 
Parader had such hoofs from the cause above stated 
inflammation settling in the feet. Should he re- 
cover, and there is no reason why he should not, 
with care, there is no fear of the disease being trans- 
mitted, for it is not hereditary. 

“A better fate; was .deservedly this"*good colt. 
His early retirement is a.great.loss to the turf, and 
to his owner. Never . was an .easier victory than his 
race in the.,Withers,..in which hejmade' mincemeat 
of Bonnibert, Bellario and All Green. 

“He was under a tremendous pull for a great part 
of that event. No doubt he was trying to run out 
on the turns. Near the end he seemed to be a wild 
colt, for he darted away again, after Bonnibert 
seemed about to catch him. The going that day 
was much to his liking, for he fairly reveled in it. 

“At Saratoga, a month after he had won the 
Realization from the ailing Commando, he ran in 
the rich Saratoga Handicap, and showed a great 
performance, for he was fearfully messed about, 
yet finished in front of Blues, to whom he was con- 
ceding six pounds. In that same stake Tom Welch 
saw his charge, Blues, run a race which qualified 
him to win whenever he started again. 

“Blues had almost as rough a deal in the course 
of it as had The Parader, the Welch told the writer 
two days before the Travers that he expected to win 
it with the son of Sir Dixon because of his display 
in the Saratoga Handicap. Still, there might have 
been a different story, but for The Parader getting 
off poorly, and, as it was, he was going much 
stronger at the finish than either Blues or Dublin, 
which beat him two heads only. 

“But it is possible that even then The Parader 
was Buffering from foot trouble. The culmination 
is now apparent in his retirement from the turf.” 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



August Belmont, who is responsible for the exist- 
ence of the Beunings race track, paid a visit to 
Washington last Thursday, and so satisfied^was he 
with the outlook that he immediately began mak- 
ing liberal changes. His first move was to have 
posted a notice that on and after March 20 all 
purses of $300 would be increased to $400. After 
looking around the paddock and clubhouse, in- 
specting things. Mr. Belmont paid a visit to the 
cheap field. He saw possibly a dozen occupants in 
the stand. Seymour Butler was with him, and they 
spoke of the present poor outlook of the field stand 
paying the expenses of the gatekeepers. Their con- 
versation was overheard, and Mr. Belmont inti- 
mated that he saw no prospect of the field paying, 
unless there were one or two bookmakers to cttract 
attention. As matters now stand, it is surely a drug 
on the market, and it may be predicted that in the 
near future there will be more to interest the 
patrons than the dry occupation of watching the 
races. 

The San Francisco Examiner of March 25 has this 
to say of Jockey Willie Knapp about one of his re- 
cent victories on Frangible : 

“Little Knapp, for so small a boy, put up a mar- 
velous ride in a mile and a sixteenth handicap yes- 
terday. He went away from the post whipping and 
kept at his horse nearly all the way around, finally 
winning in a drive from Janice, the 1 to 2 favorite. 
Frangible was at 25 to 1 in the betting. Knapp evi- 
dently had very clear instructions as to how to ride 
the race and he followed them. He outran the field 
to the first turn, so as to get the rail position and 
then hugged thejnside of the track. No one could 
have ridden the horse better. At the head of the 
stretch he looked beaten, but Knapp’s whip kept 
him at his work and in the final drive his advan- 
tage in weight helped him. Janice might have 
beaten him at that if Position had not crowded her 
all during the run through the stretch. She man- 
aged to beat Position by a very narrow margin for 
second place.”
